Edmund Dinis 
took the witness stand today to 
contradict earlier testimony by 
an associate medical examiner 
who said Dinis had told him he 
did not think an autopsy on the 
body of Mary Jo Kopechne was 
necessary. 


Dinis said he had first sought 


an autopsy on July 20, one day 
after the young woman's body 
was recovered from Sen. Ed- 
ward M. Kennedy's automobile 
in a tidal pond on Chappaquid- 
dick Island. 


By that time, Dinis said, Miss 


Kopechne's body already had 
been flown to Pennsylvania for 
burial in nearby Larksvllle. 


Petition Hearing 


Dinis testified before Judge 


Bernard C. Brominski of Com- 
mon Pleas Court in the second 
day of a hearing on Dolls' peti- 
tion to have the body of the tt- 
year-old secretary exhumed for 
an autopsy.

an inquest he has scheduled into 
her death. 


Dr. Donald R. Mills, associate 


medical examiner for Dukes 
County, Mass., testified Monday 
about a telephone conversation 
fe had with Dinis "on Thurs- 
day, Julv 24 or thereabouts." 


Sure of Drowning 


Mills quoted Dinis as saying: 
"Mills, you're quite sure of 


your diagnosis of death by 
drowning?" 


"My answer was, I certainly

an autopsy is necessary, do 
you?' and I answered 'No I 
don't,'" Mills testified. 


Dinis today denied he had dis- 


cussed the advisability of an au- 
topsy with Mills. He said he 
only discussed whether or not 
the physician was satisfied with 
his findings.

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The Dual Significance of the M oratorium 


The day and night-long moratorium to 


express opposition to the war in Vietnam 
and in some cases to try to discover ways of 
terminating it with honor was remarkable 
in that it was almost entirely peaceful. It 
demonstrated the 
wide 
extent 
of the 


opposition and concern, especially among 
the young but not exclusively so. For this 
reason it was a worthwhile endeavor. 


But there is a more ominous facet to 


some of the opposition to the war which 
has not been limited only to the one day's 
observance. As some school officials have 
explained in refusing to abandon classes for 
thp day, it has also become an anti-Nixon 
move that is not completely honest and 
could involve far greater risks of not 
achieving a reasonable end to the conflict. 


Former Secretary of State Dean Ache- 


son, who a year and one-half ago advised 
then President Johnson that he was being 
misled about the course of the war and that 
it was probably a massive mistake in any 
case, has warned against "the 
attempt 


being made by so many sources to destroy 
Nixon... .1 think we're going to have a 
major constitutional crisis if we make a 
habit of destroying presidents. We'll have 
the situation we had after the Civil War 
when the presidency practically disappear- 
ed " There is no doubt that the vehement 
opposition to the war, expressed in particu- 
lar by the support for Senator Eugene 
McCarthy, did destroy President Johnson, at 
least to the extent of convincing him that 
he might go down to humiliating defeat 
either at the nominating convention or at 
the election in November. 


But those who so strenuously criticize 


President Nixon now and the fact that nine 
months after he took office he has not yet 
removed us entirely from the war, overlook 
several facts. It seems obvious that Mr. 
Nixon thoroughly recognizes that (he war 
must end, that it is a political liability for 
him and an issue that is tearing the nation 
apart. He has firmly said that military 
victory is out of the question, although 
some reports indicate that he may not be 
quite convinced of this if the North 
Vietnamese continue to refuse to negotiate 
sincerely in Paris. He is withdrawing some 
60,000 American troops by December. The 
casualty rates of the last three weeks are 
far less than in any such period in the last 
three years. He has changed the policy of 
"maximum pressure" upon the enemy to 
one of only shooting back. 


Some of the opponents to the war 


advise that we simply pack up immediately 
and pull out all of the American troops. 
They argue, quite accurately, that the 
Saigon regime is not a representative 
government but when they go on to insist 
that therefore it does not deserve any 
support from us, they are ignoring Asian 
history. With a few exceptions, notably 
Japan, there is no truly representative 
government in Asia, nor any tradition of 
such. In our opinion President Tnieu and 
his advisors have made a serious mistake in 
not succeeding in broadening the base of 
their support but when Americans try to 
insist upon instant democracy the world 
around, they are interfering as much in 
domestic affairs of another nation as is our 
military involvement in Vietnam. 


Even more disturbing is the doubt over 


what might happen to the millions of South 
Vietnamese who have in one way or 
another supported the American troops. If 
we simply abandon the country at this 
point, it seems likely that the 
North 


Vietnamese combined with the National 
Liberation Front would achieve a military 
victory. It is not so much that 
the 


communization of a nation appalls us; it is 
the danger of a bloodbath similar to the 
atrocities committed by the enemy at Hue 
during the Tet offensive. Obviously this 
danger has increased because of the extent 
of American involvement but we cannot go 
back four years and pretend that we never 
had half a million troops in Vietnam or that 
we never extensively bombed the north. 


It is politically unrealistic to expect the 


American people to declare a moratorium 
on criticism of President Nixon and his 
policies as requested by Senator Hugh 
Scott. It has also appeared that some of his 
efforts to de-escalate the war were aimed as 
much at defusing the opposition. 


But he is the President of the United 


States and the only person at present in a 
position to set policies aimed at finally 
reaching a negotiated 
settlement with 


Hanoi which would not risk too greatly the 
lives of the South Vietnamese. The alterna- 
tives are a resumption of the war in a drive 
toward a bloody and costly military victory 
which we certainly could achieve by wiping 
out North Vietnam unless the Soviet Union 
entered the fray, or capitulation. We may 
be d/iven to one or the other course but a 
negotiated peace is far preferable 
and 


destroying President Nixon is no way to 
achieve it. 


'It's Do or Die fa? the Tarr Formula 


Describing the political choice which 


confronts many legislators in the Tarr task 
force 
formula for redistributing 
state- 


shared 
taxes, veteran State Sen. Carl 


Thompson of Dane County has said, "You 
are damned if you do and you are damned 
if you don't." 


What Thompson meant was that many 


legislators in their districts have municipal- 
ities which will be helped and municipali- 
ties which will be harmed by the proposed 
redistribution formula as it will affect local 
property tax rates. That being the case 
perhaps it is lime for such legislators to 
look at the principles; which are involved in 
the Tarr bill and 'to put statesmanship 
above their own concerns about re-election. 


After being hammered to the point of 


death last week, the Tarr bill faces its final 
vote in the Senate this week. Despite the 
proposed redistribution resulting from a 
task force study directed by a Republican- 
controlled legislature and despite Gov. 
Warren Knowles' pleas for its adoption, 
Republicans accounted for the top-heavy 
preliminary votes against it in the Senate. 
And despite the appeals of the Green Bay 
city 
administration for 
adoption, Sen. 


Myron Lotto and Sen. Reuben La Fave, who 
represent Green Bay, joined in the opposi- 
tion votes. 


Senator Gerald Lorge, who represents 


Appleton "and other urban areas in Outa- 
gamie County as well as a generally rural 
constituency in Waupaca County, has taken 
a middle-of-the road position on the bill, 
saying that he agrees with the legislation in 
principle but' that he 
would like to 


introduce amendments to correct what he 
thinks are bugs in the bill. But as La Fave 
pressed for a final vote early this week 
Lorge may not have the opportunity to 
offer his ideas on amendments. It would 
seem 
then to be more important 
to 


establish the principle now by voting for 
the legislation, and offering ideas for 
corrections later. 


Put in its simplest form, the Tarr 


formula would send shared taxes where 
they are most badly needed, as measured 
by population and the level of existing 
property tax rates. In its report last 
January, the Tarr task force said the result 
would be that 79 per cent of the state's 
local governments-would record a tax rate 
decrease. Municipalities with a rate of $35 
p?r $1,000 of state equalized value would 
be reduced from 124 to 27, those in the 
middle with rates of from $20 to $35 would 
be increased from 1,579 to 1,743, and those 
with rates of less than $20 would be 
decreased from 133 to 66. In other words, 
the idea is to equalize the property tax 
burden, to send new money where the 
greatest problems are. and to cut back the 
"tax island" element in the comparison of 
tax rates. 


Lotto is ? senator wbo can, if he wishes, 


put the political elements Thompson spoke 
of on a scale. Some rural towns, suburbs, 
and small cities in his Brown-Calumet 
County district 
would lose under 
the 


redistribution. But the largest municipality 
in the district, Green Bay, will stand to 
benefit greatly over the long pull and has 
the greatest property tax pressures before 
it. 


The position of La Fave is more 


difficult to comprehend for the redistribu- 
tion also will help rural areas with high tax 
rates because of tax base problems. Thus, 
while La Fave was blasting away at 
Milwaukee last week, the fact was that the 
new formula also would benefit his home 
town of Oconto by about a $7 reduction-in 
the local rate. 


What really is involved in the crucial

The Richer We Get, 
The Worse We Live 


BY SYDNEY J. HARRIS 
Speaking of American cities, 


as I was yesterday, reminded 
me that the richer we get, the 
more unappetizing alternatives 
we are faced with. Like decid- 
ing between the city and the 
suburb. 


About three-quarters of our 


population now live in urban 
complexes, and the percentage 
is going up every year. It has 
been estimated that by the end 
of this century, 90 per cent of 
all Americans will be living on 
10 per cent of the land. 


Now, in these urban com- 


plexes, dwellers must choose 
between the central city and 
the suburb. It is a terrible 
choice to have to make. In 
most cases, it becomes a 
matter of choosing the lesser 
evil. 


The city has some 'positive 


values that the suburbs lack, 
but s o m e enormous draw- 
backs, which make it harder 
to live there every year. The 
suburb offers some real ad- 
vantages, but also has nega- 
tive q u a l i t i e s that grow 
stronger every year. 


But 
the 
whole point of 


getting more prosperous, and 
taking .advantage of our tech- 
nological progress, is to be 
able to "live better," in the 
most embracing sense of that 
phrase. While, actually, we 
live worse, both in city and 
suburb, than we did a few 
decades ago. 


What is wrong with the city, 


in a word, is that it is 
dehumanizing in its present 
form. The living is too hard, 
physically, the pace is too 
frantic, the pressures too re- 
lentless, the services too pre- 
carious, the changes too swift, 
ruthless ?.nd traumatic. 


What is wrong with the 


suburb, in a word, is that it is 
stultifying. It lacks ' variety 
and diversity; it breeds con- 
formity, if not reaction; 
it 


turns into a spiritual ghetto 
made up of the same kind of 
people doing the same trivial 
things for status and appear- 
ance and social rivalry. 


But there are also many 


things that are right witti the 
city, and. many things that are 
right with the suburb. If we 


were working toward a good 
society, in organic terms, we 
would be drawing the two 
closer together — giving the 
suburb better intellectual and 
spiritual and social values. 


But exactly the opposite is 


happening: The cities become 
more depressed and the su- 
burbs, more sterile. People are

forced to choose between clean 
air on the one side and closed 
minds on the other. Why is it 
not possible for the richest, 
most imaginative, most pro- 
ductive, of all nations to be 
able to combine th'e virtues of 
these two types of living, while

The AFL-CIO at its 1969 con- 


vention in Atlantic City bent 
even further, passing a resolu- 
tion saying 


"We must aggressively seek a 


declaration by the administra- 
tion and Congress that at least 
50 per cent of our foreign trade 
should be carried in American 
bottoms." 


Immediately after World War 


II, American flag ships carried 
57.6 per cent of U.S. foreign 
trade. By 1968 the figure had 
dropped to 6.4 per cent. The 
United States now ranks sixth in 
the number of cargo ships and 
fifth in cargo capacity. 


Raw Material 


Insofar as raw materials are 


concerned, the United States is 
almost entirely an importer. 
Television 
sets, yard 
chairs, 


stoves, automobiles—almost ev- 
ery item around an American 
home represents the use of raw 
materials brought to this coun- 
try by ships. 


The list of most import items 


is long and impressive. A few

They are ex- 
pensive to operate and main- 
tain. 


The United States does have a 


massive reserve mothball fleet 
of 930 ships. But these are so old 
that one maritime official esti- 
mates that within two or three 
years only 135 to 150 will be ef- 
fective. 


The figures do not include the 


so-called 
runaway 
fleet—the 


more than 400 American-owned 
vessels sailing under foreign 
flags. 


The runaway fleet supposedly 


is under the "effective control" 
of the United States in an emer- 
gency, but the seagoing labor 
unions say this hasn't worked 
during the Vietnam war. 


U.S. ship 
owners register 


their vessels in other countries 
where taxes are lower, crews 
come cheaper and maintenance 
costs are down. 


The shortage problem is par- 


ticularly reflected in wartime. 
The United States learned in 
both Korea and Vietnam that 
the military shipping service 
cannot keep up with the nation' 
needs 


But while the United States 


has 
allowed

strength to shrink, the Soviet 
Union has taken 
an opposite 


course. 


Spurred by a ship shortage 


during the 1962 Cuban crisis, 
Russia has been building mer- 
chantmen at the rate of a mil- 
lion deadweight tons a year and 
today ranks only behind Great 
Britain and Japan in cargo ves- 
sels.

The information shows the 


number of returns and levels of 
income in each area, and has 
been made available to other 
government agencies. It can be 
purchased by industry or pri- 
vate firms at cost to the govern- 
ment.

going further by using all five 
digits. An IRS spokesman said 
this would break the informa- 
tion down for 34,000 residential 
areas across the country.

mail advertisers. They could

IRS statistics." 


The IRS said this would not 


constitute invasion of privacy 
because none of the information 
could be used to identify individ- 
uals.

The spokesman said the law 


permits the IRS and other gov- 
ernment agencies to publish sta- 
tistical data and charge a user's 
fee to private firms or individu- 
als buving it.

A survey of his ninth grade 


government class and seventh 
and e i g h t h grade science 
classes indicates more stu- 
dents come in contact with 
drugs as they get older. 


However, West notes this 


can change from class to 
class, depending on how ac- 
tive a group may be. With a 
class heavily active in school 
and extracurricular activities, 
there is less chance of influ- 
ence toward drug use, West 
believes. 


One of six seventh graders 


said he knows someone who 
uses drugs; 
one of three 


eighth graders, and one of two 
ninth graders did the same.

The bill, the Republican gov- 


ernor added, "provides a clear 
opportunity" for the Republican 
-controlled legislature "to dem- 
onstrate its desire for tax re- 
form." 


The Tarr bill calls for elimi- 


nation of many of the discrep- 
ancies 
between 
community 


property tax rates, a new for 
mula of sharing state tax rev- 
enues with cities, and methods 
of easing local tax burdens. 


The state secretary of reve- 


nue, James R. Morgan, issued 
a new round of statistics in sup- 
port of the bill. 


His latest report indicates 64 


per cent of the state's taxpay- 
ers would benefit. Earlier fig- 
ures had indicated 57 per cent. 


The Tarr formula, 
coupled 


with the latest "increases in 
school aid, could mean lower tax 
rates for 76 per cent of the popu 
lation compared with an earlier 
estimate of 72 per cent, the re- 
port said. 


Estimates made 'last year in- 


dicated 69 per cent of taxing dis- 
tricts would benefit. The latest 
report indicates 63 per cent. 
Coupled with recently raised 
school tax aids, 77 per cent of 
communities should benefit, it 
said.

Edmund Dinis 
took Ihe witness stand today to 
contradicl earlier testimony by 
an associate medical examiner 
who said Dinis had told him he 
did not think an autopsy on the 
body of Mary Jo Kopechne was 
necessary. 


Dinis said he had firsl sought 


an autopsy on July 20, one day 
after the young woman's body 
was recovered from Sen. Ed- 
ward M. Kennedy's automobile 
in a tidal pond on Chappaquid- 
dick Island. 


By that time, Dinis said, Miss 


Kopechne's body already had 
been flown to Pennsylvania for 
burial in nearby Larksville. 


Petition Hearing 


Dinis testified before Judge 


Bernard C. Brominski of Com- 
mon Pleas Court in the second 
day of a hearing on Dinis' peti- 
tion to have the body of the 28- 
year-old secretary exhumed for 
an autopsy. 


He says an autopsy is vital to 


an inquest he has scheduled into 
her death. 


Dr. Donald R. Mills, associate 


medical examiner for Dukes 
County, Mass., testified Monday 
about a telephone conversation 
he had wilh Dinis "on Thurs- 
day, Julv 24 or Ihereabouls." 


Sure of Drowning 


Mills quoted Dinis as saying: 
"Mills, you're quite sure of 


your diagnosis of death by 
drowning?" 


"My answer was, I certainly 


am," Mills said. 


"Then Dinis said 'I don't think 


an autopsy is necessary, do 
you?' and I answered 'No I 
don't,'" Mills testified. 


Dinis today denied he had dis- 


cussed the advisability of an au- 
topsy with Mills. He said he 
only discussed whether or not 
the physician was satisfied with 
his findings.

"You are the authorized dis- 


tricl attorney of the four south- 
ern (Mass.) counties?"
